“ In God 
We Trust” Suggested by • 
M ar yla n d Farmer. 
To an honest, God fearing farmer of 
the state o f Maryland is due the mot­ 
to, “In God we trust,” which aiqwuirs 
on the coinage o f the United States. 
In 1861, when Salmon P. ('base was 
seeretary of tile treasury, lie wrote to 
him that as we claimed to be a Chris­ 
tian people we should make some suita­ 
ble recognition of that fact on our 
coinage. 
Tile letter was referred to J agios 
Pollock, director of the mint, who dis­ 
cussed the matter in his report for 
1862. 
Congress was apathetic, and 
Chase mentioned it to the lawmakers 
again in 1863: 
‘‘The motto suggest cd. ‘In God our 
trust,’ 
is taken 
from our national 
hymn, ‘The Star Spangled Banner.* 
The sentiment is familiar to every citi­ 
zen of our country. 
It has thrilled 
millions of Ainericnn freemen. 
The 
time Is propitious; ’tis an hour of na­ 
tional peril and danger, an hour when 
m an’s strength is weakness, when our 
strength and salvation must be of 
God.” 
As a result a two cent bronze piece 
wag authorized by congress to be coin­ 
ed the following year. April 22. 1864, 
and upon this was first stamped the 
motto, “In God we trust.” 
By an net 
of March 3, 1863. it was extended to 
other coins.—Minneapolis Journal.

The florist gasped. “Shall I put them 
in separate boxes?” he asked. — Ex­ 
change. 


When successful they enjoyed the rep­ 
utation of having sold their souls to the 
evil one, and when of inferior ability 
they gained notoriety by being either 
drowned or bunted. 
The mediaeval 1 
magicians as well as the Egyptian 
magi and tile Chaldean sages were only 
a strange mixture of chemist, conjurer 
and charlatan, and as these gentlemen 
were In the habit of using their sup­ 
posed occult powers to their own ad­ 
vantage they were naturally unpopu­ 
lar. 
Hie feats of jugglery performed 
by these craftsmen w ere‘intended for 
the mystification and not the amuse­ 
ment of the public, and for centuries 
conjuring had to it only a black side. 
The amateur conjurer of today Is not 
always a popular individual, save with 
children and the unsophisticated yokels. 
To the general public he is merely a 
bore of greater or less magnitude, 
whose performance is so obvious as to 
deceive no one. 
It is hard to realize 
that this person is no mere mushroom 
growth of modern society, but in point 
of fact his role Is one of a respectable 
antiquity, for he is to be found tread­ 
ing close upon the heels of the magi­ 
cians and In the days when witchcraft 
was still rampant. 
This is significant 
of his reputation even in those early 
times, for had any one taken his tricks 
seriously he would doubtless have been 
run to earth and done to death as a 
wizard. 
In the middle of the seventeenth 
century, In the earliest years of the 
restoration, a number of tricks were 
published in one of those facetious 
books which seem to have occupied 
the press to a great extent at this time, 
but which owing to their popularity 
have for the most part perished. 
The 
chief recommendation of the greater 
nu RI ber of these tricks is that no ap­ 
paratus beyond the utensils of every­ 
day life is necessary; also it is sug­ 
gested to the performer that he can 
make some small profit out of his En­ 
tertainment by prevailing on his audi­ 
e n c e to bet with him on the result of 
the trick. 
“To set a horse’s or an asse’s head 
upon a man’s head and shoulders” 
s e e m s impossible out of the land of 
Faery, but we are Informed that by 
boiling the head 
cut off a 
living 
animal "the flesh boyl’d may runne 
Into oyle.” and then by mingling the 
hair lenten into powder with this 
oil and anointing the heads of the 
standers-by “they shall seem to have 
horses’ or asses’ heads”—a costly ex­ 
periment and fearsome If successful. 
But. besides this, one can “make peo­ 
ple seem headless?,” and this without 
bloodshed and by the following simple 
recipe: “Break arsenlek very tine and 
ltoyle it with sulphur in a cover'd pot 
and kindle It. with a new candle, and 
I tim standers-by will seem to be head­ 
less?.” 
Doubtless a strong imagina­ 
tion is necessary for success. 
Some of the tricks are such as would 
nowadays cause the performer to lie 
disliked, to put it mildly. For instance, 
“have a nut filled with ink and give 


1 this unto another and bid him crack it 
and see what he con find in that,” 
which being done “will cause much 
laughter.” 
“To keep a Tapster from frothing his 
pots” must have been an amusement 
to the wags of the period, and for this 
“provide in readiness? the skin of a red 
Tiering, and when the Tapster is ab­ 
sent do but rub a little on the inside 
of his pots. and he will not be able to 
froth them, do what he can, In a 
good while after.” 
“To counterfeit a diamond with a 
white sapbir” is a most useful accom­ 
plishment, but the fraud is likely in 
these days to lie discovered and Is 
more a chemical experiment than a 
trick. 
Several 
tricks 
are 
recommended 
which have animals as their subject 
and are for the most part brutal to 
our modern Ideas. 
Perhaps the least 
objectionable is “to seem to kill a 
Horse and cure him again.” which 
may be thus accomplished: 
“Take the seed of henbane and give 
it the Horse in his Provender, aud It 
will cast him into such a deep sleep 
that he will seem dead. 
If you will 
recover him again, rub his Nostrils 
with Vinegar, and he will seem to be 
revived.” 
The “Seem to be revived” 
sounds rather ominous, and it is to be 
noted that the correct quantity of hen­ 
bane is not mentioned, so that it might 
be best to make this experiment on 
rome one else’s horse. 
“To make a shoal of Goslings draw 


nal manner of writing and forging bal­ 
lads.” The man who made this proud 
boast, 
Allan 
Cunningham, 
was 
a 
youthful stonemason of Scotland, earn­ 
ing 18 shillings a week. That he was 
no idle braggart is evident, says the 
London Tit-Bits, from the fact that in 
his twenty-fifth year he perpetrated 
ofoe of the greatest literary frauds of 
the nineteenth century. 
Cunningham In spite of his humble 
role in life could write poetry the 
beauty and pathos of which would 
bring tears to the eyes of the reader. 
Apparently, however, he possessed a 
desire—characteristic of many rogues 
of literary genius—to make experts 
look foolish, and when a Mr. Cromek, 
who In ISOn was traveling in Scotland 
with a view to making a collection of 
genuine Scottish songs, asked Cunning­ 
ham to assist him the stonemason 
conceived the Idea of writing ballads j 
and passing them off c^ Cromek as old 
Scottish productions. 
These were included in a volume, 
and, although most of the critics de­ 
tected the fraud and it was establish­ 
ed beyond doubt that Cunningham 
wrote the ballads himself, they ac­ 
quired an Immediate reputation, and 
the genius of the writer led people to 
overlook the deception. 
.Nor was Cunningham the only forger 
of Scottish ballads. 
Rol/ert Surtees, 
the celebrated antiquary and historian, 
for some curious reason not only palm­ 
ed off on Sir Walter Scott as antique 
three ballads purely of his own com­ 
position, but actually suffered them to 
occupy a place in the “Minstrelsy of 
the Scottish Border,” with a fictitious 
account of their origin, and left the 
novelist deceived to the end of his 
days. 
Mention of the deception of Sir Wal­ 
ter Scott reminds one that the famous 
novelist was the victim on several oc­ 
casions of literary forgers who used 
his m^.ie to boom their own work. 
George W. Ilaering. who tinder the 
pseudonym of Willibald Alexis came 
to be one of Germany’s first novelists 
of the early part of the nineteenth 
century, published his first book, “W af 
ladmor,” and announced it as a free 
translation into German of a novel 
boldly ascribed lo Sir Walter -Scott. 
Ile afterward endeavored to excuse 
himself on the ground that people had 
been stupid enough not to see in “Wal- 
ladmor” a satirical attack on the craze 
then prevalent for Scott’s works. 
In France several mimetic attempts 
on Scott have been made, notably “Al­ 
lan Cameron” (1832) and “Ayme Verd” 
(1842i, which were both published in 
Paris as being Scott’s, and “La Pythie 
des 
Highlands,” 
introduced 
to 
the 
world as the work of the famous nov­ 
elist In 1844 by Charles J. David, son 
of the famous French painter. 
But perhaps the most interesting of 
all the attempts to trade on Scott’s 
name was that connected with the 
name of E. de Saint Maurice Cabany, 
director general 
of the Society of 
A rriv istes of France, who in 1855 
startled the literary world with a new­ 
ly discovered novel by Scott, entitled 
“Moredun, a Tale of the 1210.” 
In J. A. Farm er’s book, entitled “Lit­ 
erary Forgeries,” it is explained how, 
on account of inaccuracies in dates and 
the description of places, this novel 
could not have been written by Scott, 
but the authorship remains a mys­ 
tery. 
The prince of literary forgers, rs re­ 
gards quantity, also hails from France. 
This was Vrain-Penis Lucas, the son 
of a peasant, who after providing cer­ 
tain classes of people with more or 
less spurious pedigrees perpetrated one 
of the most colossal literary frauds of 
the nineteenth century by successfully 
palming off 27.320 forged letters of an­ 
cient and eminent men to M. Chasles, 
a man of worldwide reputation as a 
geometrician and astronomer, who paid 
Lucas nearly £6,000 for the collection. 
Lucas’ false letters included some 
from the apostles, from Plato, Pliny, 
Lazarus and Mary Magdalene. 
And 
yet M. Chasles did not consider it ex­ 
traordinary that these worthies wrote 
on paper and iii the French language! 
Ultimately his eyes were opened, aud 
Lucas was arrested and sentenced to 
two years’ imprisonment 
The well known story of “Psalmana- 
zar, the Famous Formosan,” shows 
how easily the public can Im* imposed 
upon in regard to literature. This re­ 
markable Individual made his appear­ 
ance in London early iii the eighteenth 
century, claimed to he a native of For-
